2 . Air Force (U dorn, Tha ila nd ) 

a. Film developed, processed and initially readout by AF FI's at 
Udorn. Work has to be finished and film shipped out to Saigon by next 
morning plane,.

b. Saigon - film read out again (new target folders made up) -- pro- 
duce a supplementary IPIH if something significant missed by FI's at 
Udorn. Film stays at Saigon for at least 2 or 3 days. A dupe is made 
which goes to Hawaii but does not come to US. 

: c. Iff and UE photography then goes to .DIA Production Center at Arling- 

ton Hall Station - Readout film, produce briefing boards, and also cables 
if something significant missed in former readouts. DIA receives film a 
l 5 week to , ^ weeks after taken ( 3 to h days on high priority) . Keeps film ^ 
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J xor ^aays. Then passes film to 11PIC . ^ 

cl« lUrIC keeps film for 5 hays , then passes to IAS. 
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e. YT photography goes to NPIC first in Washington area. - they keep 
for 5 days and send to DIA which keeps for 5 days and. sends to IAS. 

f. IAS receives film a minimum of 20 days after taken - usually 25 to 
30 days IAS keeps for 5 days, then it goes to SAC' (Calif.) who keeps it for 
about a month after which it comes back to Washington area. 

3 . Nav y Film 

a. Film goes to carrier where it is developed, processed, and read 
out on board carrier. 

b. Then goes to Kube Point, P.I., for same process as at Saigon. From 
there, goes to US - solves at same length of time as Air Force film. Pro- 
cess there is same. 
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
